Waterfowl Inventory 
Shows Fewer Ducks 



For the third successive year 
American waterfowl populations 
have declined drastically. Secretary 
of the Interior J. A. Krug announced 
today. The report of the Secretary is 
based on the most complete annual 
inventory ever conducted by the Fish 
and Wildlife Service! 

The January count shows total 
populations of ducks and geese 
amounting to only 54,000,000, a drop 
of 26,000,000 under last year's fi- 
gures. Service Director Albert M. 
Day said in a report to Secretary 
Krug. "This disappointing figure is 
the result of an analysis of extensive 
continental survey data complied 
from the efforts of more than 1,000 
trained observers covering the im- 
portant waterfowl habitat in the 
United States, Alaska, Canada and 
coastal Latin America," he said. "Im- 
provements in the technique and in- 
crease in coverage were accomplished 
by the Fish and Wildlife Service air- 
craft supported by use of Coast 
Guard, Navy, and Army planes. 
Aerial photography was used as a 
means of checking estimates by field 
observers." 

In spite of the fact that waterfowl 
numbers have fallen to a low com- 
parable to 1939, the Service Director 
docs not now think it necessary to 
establish a complete closed season 
for the fall of 1947. During the ex- 
treme dry period of a few years ago 
when the duck population was only 
about half as large as it is today, Mr. 
Day recalled, a break in the drought 
and limited shooting led to a satis- 
factory increase. 

"In the light of existing know- 
ledge" he said, "I still think the Ser- 
vice will be able to recommend some 
kind of an open season. Just what 
it will be depends to a large extent 
on conditions in the breeding 
grounds next summer." 



Antioch Rescue Squad 
Alerted for Possible 
Service at Texas City 

Members of the Antioch Rescue 
squad were on the alert for instruc- 
tions to proceed to Texas City, 
Texas, for service in rescue work at 
the scene of the disastrous explosions 
which have killed hundreds and in- 
jured thousands of persons. 

Captain Herman Holbck of the 
squad was contacted today by Nation- 
al Red Cross Disaster headquarters 
and given instructions to be ready 
for a call to proceed to the scene, 
(lolhek said that several members of 
the squad had volunteered to make 
the trip and that if orders to go were 
received the squad would he 
under way within a short lime. He 
added that hcaquartcrs had told him 
that the orders to report at Texas 
City might come "very soon." 

The series of explosions which 
have almost razed the Texas city of 
15,000 were touched off by the burn- 
ing of a French ship, the Grand 
Camp, which was tied to a pier un- 
loading chemicals. The exploding 
ship caused explosions in nearby 
manufacturing plants. At least three 
additional explosions which have oc- 
curred today have added to the dam- 
age and swelled the total of injured. 

It is not certain whether the call 
will be for use of the Antioch equip- 
ment or whether the need is for 
trained men only. In any case Holbek 
said that enough men and materials 
would be on hand here to take care 
of any emergency which might arise 
while the squadmen are away. 



Specially trained gas service men 
from the Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois will begin making 
calls at all homes and stores in An- 
tioch next week preparatory to the 
introduction of natural gas, it was 
announced today by G. W. Joedicke, 
district superintendent for the util- 
ity. . 

The conversion to straight natural 
gas is a part of an expansion pro- 
gram designed to meet the growing 
demands for gas in north and north- 
west suburban communities. Over 
50,000 gas users' in 37 communities 
will receive the new natural gas 
when the conversion program is com- 
pleted. 

All costs In connection with the 
change-over will be borne by the 
company. 

These specially trained men will 
visit all customers' premises in Anti- 
och during the next several days to 
adjust the burners on gas stoves 
water heaters, furnaces, and other 
gas appliances prepartory to turning 
the new natural gas into the local 
distribution system. 

After the change-over is completed, 
a final inspection and adjustment of 
all burners will be made, G. W. 
Joedicke said. 

"During the few days between the 
first adjustment and final inspec- 
tion," he said, "some householders 
may experience a slightly lower 
flame on their gas burners until the 
new gas reaches their premises." 

Notices outlining the change-over 
program arc being sent this week by 
mail to all customers in the city 
(village or town). 

All company service men engaged 
in the change-over operation will car- 
ry identification cards, G. W. Joe- 
dicke said.

$18,000 in money, jewels and 
other valuables from a Coney 
Island turkish bath house re- 
cently. 

The daring holdup was exe- 
cuted In the early dawn as 200 
guests slept upstairs. 



PHILADELPHIA.— In a few min- 
utes of time one day recently, Fred- 
crick Lott, 47, quietly gave up the 
new life he had built for himself 
over six years in this city. It was 
the life in which he was married to 
a nice girl, hnd a comfortable 
home, worked regularly, earned on 
honest living and had a lot of fun 
being an average guy. 

But there had been the other life 
before this one, the one he had 
almost forgotten; there was the 
past he could not quite escape, not 
even in the average home, his typi- 
cal neighborhood. 

It caught up to him finally, this 
past, In the freakish manner that 
so often delights the fates, and he 
stood before Judge Harry S. Me- 
Devitt in the city hall, and said, 
very quietly: 

"I agree to waive extradition." 

And there wasn't anything else 
be could do. It had to be the end, 
for a time at least. 

So he went back to New York, 
where he has been wanted as a fu- 
gitive ever since 1040. 

Burglary Charged. 

In 1940, Lott was captured by 
New York police after a shot-punc- 
tunted chase. He was wounded in 
the leg and hand, and charged with 
burglary as the result of a series of 
safe robberies. 

With his partner, he went on trial. 
Both of them were free under $5,000 
bail at the time, and one day the 
partner just didn't show. He left a 
note, telling of his runout. Lott de- 
cided he'd better run away, too. 

He jumped through a window in 
the Criminal Courts building and 
escaped. 

He enme to this city, changed his 
name to Miller and went to work in 
an industrial plant. There he met 
the 17-ycnr-old girl who fell in love 
with him and became his wife. 
They were married in Elkton, Md. 

They set up their home in the 
Kensington section of the ity. They 
were like most any married couple. 

"I was living an honest life. I've 
been honest ever since the day 1 
came to Philadelphia." 

Clad It's Over. 

Then, early this year, there had 
been another series of safe jobs in 
this city. Detectives John McCrory 
and Andrew Kclleher were working 
on them. 

Investigating in Kensington, they 
picked up a safe robber and he told 
them about a man named Miller. 

They looked over the rogue's gal- 
lery picture. They made the arrest. 
It was as simple as that. 

There was nothing Lott could say 
except: "I'm the guy." 

He admitted he was the one want- 
ed in New York since 1940". The 
appearance before Judge McDevitt 
was perfunctory. The detectives 
from New York were waiting for 
him. They took him into custody. 

"Now that it's happened, I'm glad 
it's over with," Lott said, before 
he began his trip away from the 
good life. 

"I want to go back and face the 
music, and take whatever penalty 
X get. Then, some day, I can come 
back here and really start over 
right, without anything behind me."

"He (De Fusco) didn't like the 
brand of whisky I'd bought, so I hit 
him. Well, then he seemed to be 
dead." 

Richie, according to this version, 
was not involved in any way in the 
death. 

Vind said Stockdale surrendered 
to police and related his story of 
De Fusco's death— breaking a 32- 
month silence. While the story is 
being investigated, Stockdale la 
held on a charge of failure to pos- 
ess a draft card. 

Vind-said Stockdale described De 
Fusco's death as "just one of those 
things ... I stole a jeep . . . drove 
it out . . . and bought a fifth of 
whisky. I got a little tanked, up and 
drove back into camp and picked 
up tills soldier (Dc Fusco) ... I 
don't remember everything that 
happened, but we got to arguing." 

The sergeant said Stockdale's 
conscience hadn't bothered him 
about Richie's conviction for the 
killing, because, the fireman 
plained, "I didn't know the guy

Bank Deposits. 

NEW YORK. — The wizened old 
lady slowly climbed down the three 
flights to a neighbor's tenement 
apartment, knocked timidly on the 
door and when the neighbor a p. 
peered asked for o cup of coffee.

There the priest 
saw the withered body of Charles 
Edwards, 77, covered with an old- 
fashioned nightgown, kneeling on 
the floor beside his unmade bed, his 
head buried In his hands in an atti- 
tude of prayer. 

In another dusty bedroom, piled 
with yellowed newspapers and re- 
mains of unfinished meals, lay Miss 
Anna Edwards, 69, pleading for 
food. 

The priest called police. The po- 
lice physician studied the ancient 
figure kneeling as if in supplication. 
He took out his card and wrote: 

"Dead on arrival. Natural 
causes."

The women were taken to Kings 
County hospital where doctors diag- 
nosed Anna Edwards' ailment as 
malnutrition. 

The neighbors talked. They said 
the Edwardses had lived in such 
poverty as long as they could re- 
member. 

And they recalled that the only 
extravagance the Edwardses ever 
Indulged in was Delia's custom of 
occasionally slipping out to buy an 
ice cream cone after her brother 
had gone to bed. 

Soon the detectives came. In 
desultory fashion they dusted off 
the documents and papers that lit- 
tered the Brooklyn coldwater flat.

Notorious Spy, 
Last of Ring, 
Given 10 Vcars 

Teoctaro E. E. Lau, German- 
Born Citizen of Argentina, | 
Goes to Prison. ; 



NEW YORK.— A stubby, swarthy 
man stood coolly before Judge Ed- 
wnrd A. Conger During an hour, 
and b half of talk by attorneys, i 
which seemed of no Interest lo him, 
he alternately clasped his hands be- 
hind him and folded his arms 
across his chest. Through thick 
lenses he peered steadily toward 
the bench. 

At length Judge Conger said: 
"I'll accept the recommendation of 
the United States attorney: Ten 
years." 

Thus Teodoro E. E, Lau, 44-ye:u- 
o!d German-born citi7en of Arpcn- 
tina, who last October thought it 
was safe to return to the United 
States, was punished for his ad- 
mitted part in an espionage con- 
spiracy to supply defense and mili- 1 
lary information to Nazi Germany 
"to the injury of the United States." ( 
Last of Notorious King. 
Automatically Lau turned from 
the bench as sentence was pro- 
nounced as if anticipating the op- \ 
proach of the United States mar- 
shal, and with no sign of emotion 
was escorted from the court room. 
He was the last sought of the notori- 
ous Ludwig spy ring. 

United States Attorney John F. 
X. McGohcy suggested to Judi^e 
Conger that it might have been the 
hand of Providence that led to the 
discovery of the ring in March. 
1941, when the Berlin director of I 
the spies, then on an inspection 
visit in New York, was struck 
fatally by a taxicab. The director, 
Ulrich von der Osten, colonel of 
German intelligence, had papers 
that revealed his mission. 

However, before the ring could be 
rounded up. Lau shipped from New 
Orleans to South Africa and thence 
to Buenos Aires, where he made his 
headquarters and conducted a ho- 
siery business as a screen for his 
espionage. 

Since a few days earlier when 
Lau had pleaded guilty Jud^e 
Coneer Fa id he had read Lau's 
statement to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and could find nothing 
in it to connect Lau with the indict- 
ment. "Do you still plead guilty?" 
the court asked. 

Thorn Lord, defence attorney, 
jumped to his feet. "Oh, yes, your 
honor," he said. 

"I'd rather hear that from the 
defendant himself." McGohey said. 
"If there's any question about the 
guilt of this man, I'll move to strike 
the plea and go to trial." 
Tells of Conspiracy,

McGohcy sofd that Lau admitted 
his association with Von der Osten, 
trips mode to New York to confer 
with the Ludwig spies nnd pay- 
ments made to Ludwig. The prose- 
cutor disclosed that records seized 
by the Americon army In Germany 
contained numerous references to 
"Bill," the code name assigned to 
Lau. At request of Judge Conger, 
McGohey rend a letter from Lnu to 
Von der Osten In which the defend- 
ant discussed his activities.
